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CULTURE — Sow  seed  in  the  Spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked 
in  drills  18  to  24  inches  apart.  Cover  the  seed  with  1  inch  of  soil.  Thin  to  stand 
8  to  12  inches  apart  in  the  rows.  Use  a  packet  for  25  feet  of  row,  ounce  to  75  feet, 
5  to  6  pounds  per  acre.  Cultivate  freely.
